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FIRE DESTROYED 
LARGE POOL ROOM 


Building Owned by Frank Wheeler at 
at Freetown and Occupied by 
W. S. Brock, Burned. 


MUCH OPPOSITION TO B U SIN E SS 


Blaze Started Near Cigar Case and 
Some Are of the Opinion it Was 
of Incendiary Origin. 


Tin ' bu ild in g at Freetown , own ed 
by Fran k Wheeler an d occu pied by 
\V. S. Brock as a pool room an d soft 
d rin k stan d , with the con ten ts, was 
d estroyed by fire abou t 1 o’clock this 
morn in g. The fire was n ot d iscovered 
u n til the flames had gain ed su ch head ­ 
way that it was impossible to save 
the bu ild in g or an y of the fixtu res or 
stock. 
The blaze was first n oticed by sev­ 
eral travelin g men , who were gu ests 
at the Wheeler hotel, which is lo­ 
cated a short d istan ce from the bu ild ­ 
in g. They at on ce n otified Mr. Wheel­ 
er, who accompan ied them to the fire, 
bu t were u n able to save an y of the 
fu rn itu re which was in the bu ild in g. 
The blaze apparen tly started u n d er 
the cigar case an d spread rapid ly to 
the other parts of the bu ild in g. 
It is 
believed by some that the fire origi­ 
n ated from a lighted r cigar stu b or 
from a bu rn in g match which may have 
possibly been thrown u n d er the ease. 
There has been mu ch opposition to 
the\pool room in that plrlce d u rin g the 
past few mon ths, an d man y are of the 
opin ion that the bu ild in g was set on 
fire. 
This, however, is merely a su p­ 
position , an d there is n o evid en ce 
.which wou ld in d icate an in cen d iary. 
It is said that it has been in timated 
at variou s times thVt the pool room 
wou ld n ot be permitted to remain in 
bu sin ess in that locality, an d it is 
largely 
becau se 
of 
those 
alleged 
threats that it is believed tlin t the 
biu ld in g was set on fire. 
Some time 
ago an imitation bomb shell with a 
lighted fu se was thrown throu gh the 
win d ow of the room, with the warn in g 
cry of “fire,” an d while this was con ­ 
sid ered ¡i> a practical joke by man y, 
there were others who believed that 
it was a warn in g of what wou ld follow 
if the bu sin ess was con tin u ed . 
The pool room was formerly lo­ 
cated n ear the Sou thern In d ian a s ta ­ 
tion , an d on ly recen tly was moved 
to its presen t location . 
When /it was 
operated n ear the d epot, the win d ows 
were broken a n u mber of times an d 
other d amage d on e to the bu ild in g. 
Sin ce it was moved to the Wheeler 
bu ild in g, it ha Hi n ot been d istu rbed , 
with the exception of Su n d ay even in g, 
when a win d ow was broken an d a 
qu an tity of cigars an d soft d rin ks

t were stolen »

The loss on the bu ild in g will be j 
abou t $600, with $350 in su ran ce. The 
fixtu res, con sistin g of chairs an d three 
pool tables, with a qu an tity of ci­ 
gars, tobacco an d soft d rin ks of all 
kin d s, were d estroyed , the valu e of 
which is practically covered by in ­ 
su ran ce.

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BANKING IN ENGLAND.

The following report on hanks and 
hanking in England is furnished by 
Consul Prank W. Mahin of Notting- 


In Nottingham, a city of 260,000 pop­ 
ulation, there are only eight separate 
and distinct companies doing a gener­ 
al banking business. Only one of these 
is a purely local company , the others 
being branches of London banks. 
As 
the local company has several branch­ 
es scattered about the city , there is ho 
lack of places where banking business 
may be done. 
Besides, there are some 
local savings 
institutions. 
Formerly 
these London branches "were nearly all 
local banks, but they have been grad­ 
ually absorbed by 
companies in the 
metropolis. 
Banking conditions elsewhere In this 
country are about the same. 
Accord­ 
ing to statistics going back 30 y ears, 
there were then 336 joint stock and 
px ivate banks in England, ex cluding 
foreign and colonial banks, with 1,789 
branches. At the end of 1908 the num­ 
ber of banks was 84 and of branches 
6,072. Thirty y ears ago the joint stock 
banks numbered 118 and the private 
banks 218. 
At the end of 1908 the 
numbers were respectively 50 and 34, 
showing the passing away of the pri­ 
vate bank. 
The general effect of the absorption 
of a provincial hank by a London can 
pany and its conversion into a branch 
Is that the whole of its funds are ad­ 
ministered from London and a greater 
proportion of its funds than formerly 
Is used in the London money market. 
All important loans by a branch, it is 
understood, must be approved by the 
London bank. 
This, it is believed, re­ 
duces to a minimum speculative or per­ 
sonal favor loans 
by local managers. 
It seems to insure soundness and sta­ 
bility , for as a matter of fact bank 
failures are 
practically 
unknown in 
England, though this may he primarily 
due to 
the 
generally 
safe hanking 
methods. 
It is very seldom, also, that 
one reads of embezzlements. 
The local bank in Nottingham issues 
checks and drafts on foreign banks in 
the foreign currency , but the branches 
send applications for such paper to the 
London offices, which write them. This 
Is presumably the 
practice generally 
throughout England. 
• 
CheckB are used in this country , per­ 
haps more than in any other, though 
each must bear a penny (2c) stamp. 
Besides the usual custom of pay ing lo­ 
cal accounts by check, it is the com­ 
mon practice to pay an account due in 
any other part of the country by a 
check on one’s local bank instead of 
buy ing a bank draft or postal money 
order as, for instance, would usually be 
done in the United States. 
Banking seems to be highly profit­ 
able in England, as the reports of the 
large banks show steady annual divi­ 
dends of from 15 to 25 per cent. 
The 
discount rate is low, and interest is 
usually allowed even upon current de­ 
posit accounts. 
But the banks charge 
2s 6d per £ 100 (60c per $ 486.65), for 
handling checks, and this generally re­ 
sults in more than the interest paid 
on current accounts. 
Such is the cus­ 
tom in Nottingham, at least.

been established thai the chief dan­ 
ger in breathing vitiiated air is not 
entirely or even chiefly due to car­ 
bonic acid gas, but rather to organic 
impurities which are invariably pres­ 
ent in vitiated air. 
“ And here it may be pointed out 
ihat the other chief constituent of 
breath is water, and an amount vary ­ 
ing from six to twenty -seven ounces, 
it has been oalculated, may be given 
off in the course of twenty -four hours. 
Dr. De Chaunmoat, a well known au­ 
thority on this subject, has estimated 
that an assembly of 2,000 people dur­ 
ing a period of two hours—that is, the 
duration of an ordinary 
meeting— 
may ex hale in respiration and give off 
in perspiration about seventeen gallons 
of water. 
'The amount of carbonic acid given

off as much carbonic acid as he does 
himself. 
Then he may let in a little 
air.”

ONE ACRE SUPPORTS THREE. 


Heal 
In tensive 
Farm ing 
In 
the 
Orient— H o n It la Done. 
A humbie-minded pilgrimage by an 
ex pert was that of F. H. King of the 
Wisconsin 
Agricultural 
College 
to 
China and Japan to study why their 
soils could support three persons to 
the acre. 
Western scientific agricul­ 
turists have much to learn from those 
farmers who have made the soil re­ 
spond for twenty and perhaps even 
forty centuries of service. 
The average farm 
is 
supporting 
three persons to the acre and in near­ 
ly all parts of the densely populated 
sections two, three and sometimes even 
four crops are taken from the same 
field each y ear. 
But this is not the only cause of 
their longer gTowing season, say s Col­ 
lier’s Weekly . 
The almost universal 
practice of planting nearly all crops 
In iows and in hills in the row per­ 
mits one crop to be planted, germinat­ 
ed and often hoed before another crop 
has been removed from the field, thus 
utilizing for growth all of the time 
we consume in removing the harvest 
and fitting the ground for the nex t 
crop. Then there Is the othf-r very ex ­ 
tensive practice of starting crops in 
nurseries under conditions of intense 
fertilization, 
securing 
on 
a 
much 
smaller area rapid growth and strong 
plants, which are then transferred to 
the fields. 
In this manner even the 
vast areas covered by the staple rice 
crop are handled, the 
plants 
being 
grown thirty or more day s in small 
beds, gaining thereby thirty to fifty 
d ay s, during w’hich another crop on 
the same field is matured, harvested, 
and the ground fitted for the one to 
follow. 
Human labor is the one asset of 
which they have an ex cess, and it is 
freely used in securing the effect of 
longer seasons, which, because of their 
geographical position, ex ceed ours. In 
southern China two crops of rice are 
regularly taken, and this is true even 
in parts of Japan. 
In the Chekiang 
province a crop of rape, of wheat, of 
beans, or of green manure precedes 
the summer crop of rice or of cotton. 
In the. Shantung province a crop of 
winter wheat or of barley is followed

In Germany , with a population of 
about 50,000,000, the homicides report­ 
ed in 1903 were 322. 
In the United 
States, with about 80,000,000 popula­ 
tion, the homicides in the same y ear 
numbered 9,000, about thirty times as 
many , Charles B. Brewer say s in Mc- 
Clure’s. 
The World Almanac reports 
that in 1895 (no record for 1903) the 
convictions in Ger.many numbered 95 
per cent; in the United States 1.3 per 
cent. 
These figures, reduced to popu 
ration, would give Germany one uncon 
victed person 
at 
liberty 
for each 
3,000,000 of population—would give the 
United States one for each 9,000. 
Do y ou think the percentages on 
which these figures are based wild ex - 
agg%gat.ions? Are they 
productions 
of some “ y ellow” sheet seeking to sup­ 
ply a thrill? 
Or have they foundation 
in fact? 
Let us see: 
Figures were 
given in the early paragraphs of his 
article from official reports of 1908 
crediting St. Louis wdth a ratio of le­ 
gal ex ecutions* for 
homicides com­ 
mitted of 1.1 per cent, and Chicago 
with .6 per cent. 
The record in this 
latter city is 2,113 homicides in 29 
y ears, with 38 legal ex ecutions result­ 
ing—-1.3 per cent. 
From the American 
Law’ Review’ article previously referred 
to is deduced the following: 
For 720 
homicides in Connecticut, from 1897 to 
1906, there resulted nine legal ex ecu­ 
tions (1.3 per cent); for 2,500 in Colo­ 
rado, from 1889 to 1897, there result­ 
ed 12 legal ex ecutions (5 per cent);

Each division has a 
certain number of men that look after 
the lawns and see that they get the 
proper attention.—Philadelphia Rec­ 
ord.

termine what effect the fatigue result­ 
ing from a long .march might have up­ 
on the shooting efficiency of trained 
soldiers, the Austrian school of mus­ 
ketry recently had a cyclist detach­ 
ment of 50 men, all over two years’ 
service, do 65 miles in eight hours, 
the return journey being against a 
strong wind.

S n o w a h c d a o f C o n c r e te . 
“Railways in the West are preparing 
to build immense snowsheds of con­ 
crete this summer, wherever there is 
any possibility of a repetition of the 
recent disastrous snowslides on lines 
In the West, when trains were swept 
from their tracks, killing scores of 
passengers,” said Henry Gruber, an en­ 
gineer of the Northern Pacific Railway, 
according to the Washington Post. 
“The Northern Pacific has many dan­ 
gerous passes in the 
Cascade 
and 
Rocky mountains, where snowslides 
are a constant menace in winter to 
the passenger traffic. There are many 
similar danger spots along the line of 
the Canadian Pacific. 
A t most of these 
places the railways have long wooden 
snowsheds, but these have not proved 
effective in preventing accidents. 
In 
many cases avalanches and immense 
snowslides have swept these structures 
completely away, though they 
were 
built of the most massive timbers that 
could be obtained. 
“The roads have learned that wooden 
structures won’t do, so this summer 
all these snowsheds are to be replaced 
with great concrete structures, which 
will be built so strong and enduring 
that even a cyclone would not be able 
to budge them. 
People in the East 
who have never seen one of the snow­ 
storms of the Rocky mountains have 
no idea of the immense mass of snow 
that covers everything, and they can­ 
not conceive of the violence of an av­ 
alanche.”
